Thanks to $73,000 federal grant 


New senior citizens network to provide information, referrals 


Thanks to a federal grant, a new 
senior citizens network will help 
provide information and referral 
services to those who need it. 

Under the federal Title III grant, a 
network of 34 out-Wayne County 
communities including Romulus, 
Canton, Wayne, Westland, Inkster 
and other neighboring communities 
was awarded to the Downriver 
Gtizens Office, Inc. (DCO) t the 
Romulus Help Center, and the 
Redford Township Senior Citizens 
Department. 


The grant of over $73,000 will allow 
all three agencies to provide in- 
formation and referral services to 
the elderly. The Downriver Citizens 
Office will serve as the ad- 
ministrative agency and will 
supervise the program at the 
Romulus and Redford locations. 

The Network concept allows for 
the pooling of expertise, staff and 
resources of each participating 
agency. “In the past DCO, Redford 
and Romulus have concentrated on 


health and welfare programs such 
as nutrition, minor home repair and 
services and tax assistance for 


seniors,” said Faye Ross, Director 
of the Redford Township Senior 
Citizens Department. “Under this 
expansion of services, we will also 


be able to refer seniors to hobby and 
craft groups, travel opportunities, 
community garden plot programs 


and social groups for example,” 
Ross continued. 

The funding will also allow all 
three agencies to provide more 


printed materials for the elderly and 
to do more “outreach” work by 
sending staffers to senior citizen 
functions to answer questions and 
help with problems. A com- 
prehensive directory of all senior 
citizen services within the 34 
communities is also planned and will 
be ready for distribution in March of 
1981. 

The Redford Senior Citizen Center 
located at 12121 Hemingway, 
Redford Township, will service 
Canton, Dearborn, Dearborn 


Heights, Garden City. Inkster, 
Livonia, Northville. Northville 
Tup.. Plymouth, Plymouth Tup., 
Redford. Wayne and Westland 
The Network agencies can be 
reached at these numbers:

Praising a new spirit that has 
taken root in the U.S. auto industry, 
“a spirit of winning”, President 
Jimmy Carter brought his campaign 
for re-election to the City of Wayne 
Wednesday. 

The President in a two-city sweep 
of the state paid a visit to the Ford 
Motor Co.’s Wayne Assembly plant, 
where he spoke of the new spirit of 
consultation and shared respon- 
sibility between the government and 
automakers. 

The President, accompanied by 
U.S. Congressman William D. Ford 
<D-13th District), came to woo the 
auto workers’ votes. 

Trying to avoid a political ex- 
planation for his visit, the President 
in a speech to autoworkers, many 
bussed in from other Ford plants, 
said: “I want to be your President 
when the first boatloads of 
American-built cars unload in Tokyo 
and Yokohama.” 

It w’as the same message that 
UAW President Douglas Fraser 
told his “brothers and sisters.” 

“This is not the time or place to 
engage in political dialogue, but for 
our own sake we must re-elect 
Jimmy Carter,’’ Fraser said, 
gathering a rousing cheer from the 
assembled workers. 

The President arrived at Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport at mid- 
morning and was greeted by a 
welcoming committee made up of 
Wayne Mayor Patrick Norton. 
Detroit Mayor Coleman Young. 
Ford Motor Co. President Philip 
U. dwell Michigan Secretary of 
State Richard Austin and Attorney 
General Frank Kelley. 


He immediately motored to the 
Wayne Assembly Plant, where he 
met with UAW officials, including 
Fraser and Don Ephlin. before 
touring the factory’s assembly line. 
Wayne Assembly is one of two plants 
in the United States producing 
Ford’s "world car"— the Ford 
Escort and Mercury Lynx. 

After several meetings with his 
staff, the President joined 
autoworkers in a parking area, 
where he was greeted with the 
strains of “Hail to the Chief”, 
performed by the John Glenn and 


Romulus School Supt. William 
Bedell’s brainchild — a centrally 
located lighted stadium for school 
and community use — is off the 
starting blocks and well on the way 
to fruition. 

Thursday. Dr. Bedell met with the 
citizens committee formed to study 
how best to use $178,070 in excess 
funds to create a lighted stadium at 
North Jr. High School on Wick Road.

Wayne Memorial High School 
marching bands. 

The President drove one of the 
new cars off the assembly line 
during his visit, to which Frazier 
joked that a grievance had been filed 
for his “working out of classfication 
To that the President proudly 
displayed his union card and ac- 
cepted what Caldwell described “as 
a real welcome to Ford country.” 

The President, in a speech geared 
specifically to the more than 500 
autoworkers, described the facility

Jim Sullivan and is composed of city 
residents, board members, teachers 
and students. 

After reviewing bids on bleachers, 
scoreboard and lighting. Dr. Bedell 
said the committee will recommend 
spending $127,737 of the excess funds 
for the athletic field development. 

Rather than purchase new 
bleachers costing up to $94,422, he 
said, the committee feels it is best to 
move bleachers from the old high 
school. Installation of the old 
bleachers on the east side of the 
North Jr. High School field would 
cost $38,587, he said, under a low' bid 
for that item 

The superintendent said the 
committee would recommend the 
low bid of $6,200 for a scoreboard

He said the Board of Auditor’s 
recommendation to do away with P 
& I services included services that 
were partially or completely paid 
for by the state. 

He singled out the city of Romulus 
and townships of Plymouth and 
Brownstown where the sheriff’s 
department provides police 
protection under paid contracts. 

Pittman said the elimination of P 
& I services by the sheriff’s 
department would be one of many 
considered by the Board of Com- 
missioners in its budget sessions. 

“It’s up to the board to take a long 
and hard look at the recom- 
mendation made by the Board of 
Auditors,” said Pittman. 

Liedo Durley, who handles public 
relations duties for the Board of 
Commissioners, said Monday that 
no exact dates have been scheduled 
by that body for budget 
deliberations. However, he said he is 
reasonably certain that budget 
hearings will be held in October and 
November by the Board of Com- 
missioners. 

Pittman said elimination of P & I 
services by the sheriff’s department 
would be a serious blow to law en- 
forcement efforts in many areas 
He explained that P & I includes: 
the marine division, detective 
bureau, narcotics bureau in all of 
Wayne County, traffic enforcement 
in western Wayne County, secon- 
dary road patrol, road patrol units in 
unincorporated areas of the county 
which have no police protection or 
only part-time police officers, and 
police protection to the city of 
Romulus and townships of 
Browntown and Plymouth. 

“It boggles our minds that the 
Board of Auditors is making such an 
across-the-board recommendation 
to save money,” declared the un- 
dersheriff. “Many of those services 
recommended to be cut are not even 
paid by the county.” 

Pittman said Sheriff William 
Lucas w r as not consulted in advance 
about the proposed elimination of P 
& I prior to the Board of Auditors’ 
recommendation to the Board of 
Commissioners. 

Declaring he felt badly about not 
being consulted, Sheriff Lucas 
commented, “I hope that the Board 
of Commissioners in its collective 
good judgment finds this is not the 
way to go and does not accept the 
recommendation by the Board of 
Auditors.” 

Lucas said he hoped that the 
Board of Commissioners will give 
him an opportunity to explain what 
is involved in cutting out the P & I 
services provided by his depart- 
ment

decision

A Detroit company seeking to 
build a sludge recovery plant in 
Romulus is contesting a decision by 
the city’s Planning Commission that 
zoning on the proposed site will not 
permit its construction. 

DetRo Recovery will appear 
before the city’s Board of Appeals at 
7:30 p.m. Thursday, Oct. 9, to state 
its case The firm, in a letter to the 
city, stated the Planning Com- 
mission is in error when it ruled that 
the M-l (light industrial) zoning of 
ife proposed site forbids building of 
that type of operation 
Detro’s letter stated further that 
construction of the sludge recovery 
plant is “appropriate” and is per- 
mitted under Sec. 16 (M-l) of the 
city’s zoning ordinance. 

It was also learned that DetRo 
asked to appear before the Planning 
Commission at a special session, but 
that request has not yet been ap- 
proved. A city hall spokesman said it 
was his understanding that if DetRo 
does appear before the Planning 
Commission, it will be at the next 
regularly scheduled meeting on 
Monday, Oct. 20. 

The company’s proposed sludge 
recovery plant has stirred up con- 
siderable controversy among 
Romulus residents, many of whom 
feel the city would be used as a 
dumping ground for undesirable 
waste materials no other com- 
munity wants The sludge comes 
into Detroit from 76 outlying com- 
munities. 

Although DetRo has stated the 
proposed plant would employ city 
residents and w ould pay a yearly fee 
to the city that has been described as 
from $150,000 to $1 million, many 
factors remain to be worked out 
Legality of whether the city can 
accept such a fee and approval of 
county, state and federal agencies 
for the plant’s construction still 
cloud the entire issue 
In addition to residents feeling 
their community is handling other 
communities’ w'asle when no other

River Drive said he saw the deceased driving 
south on Haggerty Road pull up to Huron 


River Drive, stop for the stop sign and 
flashing red lights, and pull directly into the 
path of an oncoming westbound tractor- 
trailer truck 

The crash occurred about 9 a m 
Hale said he theorized that the woman may 
have been blinded by the sun as she looked 


eastward and did not see the truck. 

The truck belonged to the C& J Trucking Co. 
of Madison Heights, Hale said. 

The inspector said his investigation could 
not determine which direction the deceased 
planned to take once on Huron River Drive. 


Old French Dam attracts national attention 


Additional proof that renovation of the Old 
French Landing Dam in Van Buren Township 
has attracted national attention came 
Monday morning in the form of two telegrams 
to the township hall from the White House. 

Sup. Pat Cullin and Donna Hall, community 
development director, were notified that they 
are being invited to a reception in the East 
Room of the White House Thursday 
(tomorrow) at 1 :30 p.m. for an announcement 
relating to hydro-electricity from small 
dams. 


Reached Monday afternoon, Cullin said she 
and Mrs Hall will travel to Washington, D C. 
to attend the reception 

Sent by Alfred E. Kahn, advisor to 
President Carter on inflation, the telegrams 
stated: "On behalf of the President, I am 
pleased to invite you to the White House on 
Thursday, Oct. 9^ at 1:30 p.m. for an an- 
nouncement of w r hat we believe is a genuine 
breathrough in our efforts at the federal level 
to promote the development of small scale 
hydro-electricity. 


"Small hydro projects will play an im- 
portant role in helping us reach President 
Carter s goal of producing 20 percent of our 
energy from renewable domestic resources 
by the turn of the century, and in reducing our 
imports of petroleum correspondingly. 

Van Buren has received $2.3 million in 
federal grants to repair the dam and recently 
committed itself to paying half of the 
estimated $1.5 million it w r ill take to finish 
renovation and install new generating 
equipment. Bonds will be sold to produce the 
$750,000 and be repaid from sale of electrical 



power. 

The paperwork and procedures used by the 
township to obtain the grants and set up a pre- 
apprentice program for young people 18-19 
years of age who are performing repair work 
has been chosen by the Federal government 
as a model for other communities wishing to 
embark on similar projects. 

When completed. French Landing Dam will 
produce electrical power which will be sold by 
Van Buren either to its original owner, the 
Detroit Edison Co. or to industrial plants in 
the area.

A total of $5,319 approved for 
payment Sept. 23, 1980 by Romulus 
City Council were for legal fees to a 
former law firm partner of the 
prominent attorney who defended a 
city councilman’s daughter in a 
recent eviction hearing. 

according to a city hall 
spokesman, the money was due 
Peter E. O’Rourke, who performed 
legal work for the city under a 
contract with his law firm. 

Spearheading the action to pay 
O’Rourke the overdue legal fees was 
Councilman Jimmie Raspberry. On 
ept. 17, 1980, a former law partner of 
O’Rourke’s, William B. Fitzgerald, 
represented the councilman’s 
daughter, Brenda Raspberry, at a 
hearing of the Romulus Housing 
Commission. 

The commission held a second 
hearing on that date to consider 
eviction of Ms. Raspberry after her 
next door neighbor in a letter to the 
commission accused her of assault 
and battery. 


the field. If additional lights were

Some commission members were 
taken back when Fitzgerald ap- 
peared at the hearing as Ms. 
Raspberry’s legal counsel. Fit- 
zgerald is the formr leader of the 
Michigan state Senate and can- 
didate for governor in the last state 
election. 

Bills submitted for legal fees to the 
city on Dec. 14, 1979and Feb. 29, 1980 
came from the law offices of 
O’Rourke, Fitzgerald, Hodgman, 
Kazel, Rutledge & Cawthorne. Bills 
submitted for legal fees to Romulus 
on June 12, 1980, June 13, 1980, June 
16, 1980, and Aug. 26, 1980 came from 
the law offices of Peter E. O’Rourke. 

Both law firms are located in the 
First Federal Building, Detroit. 

The city hall source said O’Rourke 
and Fitzgerald are no longer in the 
same law offices, but that O’Rourke 
previously had handled Councilman 
Raspberry’s person legal business. 

Bills for legal fees submitted by 
the two law firms date back to Jan. 
17, 1979, with the latest shown for 
Aug. 26, 1980. 


Recommended expenditure of the

He also was presented with a large 
birthday card, signed by workers at 
the Wayne Assembly Plant. 

The plant currently is at the end of 
start-up on production of the world 
car, with 60 cars an hour, or 1,900 
cars a day, rolling off the assembly 
line.

(Continued from Page A-l) 
the county, but I don’t see this as a 
viable solution.” said Lucas. 

Should the board of Com- 
missioners decide to cut his P & I 
services, the sheriff said thousands 
of persons in Wayne County would 
be left without police protection or 
have those services seriously 
depleted. 

“It’s our constitutional obligation 
to provide those services,” Lucas 
emphasized. 

Elimination of P & I services by 
the sheriff would be felt the most in 
the immediate area by Van Buren 
Township. Its volunteer, part-time 
police force is augmented by a 
sheriff’s patrol car in traffic ac- 
cidents, burglaries and a multitude 
of other crimes. Also, sheriff’s 
detectives aid in investigation of and 
solution of many criminal violations. 

The city of Belleville and town- 
ships of Huron and Sumpter have 
full-time salaried police officers and 
will not feel the brunt of the 
recommended P & I services.

Ford, 
rival Carlson 'interesting' 


NOTE: With the November 
general election l Nov. 4) less than a 
month away. Associated 
Newspapers Inc., in an effort to 
inform its readers of the candidates 
for Congressional, state and county 
positions, will be publishing can- 
didate comparisons. The surveys 
will provide the backgrounds of the 
various candidates, as well as what 
they feel are the issues in their 
respective campaigns. 

Our first comparison is for the 15th 
Congressional District in which 
incumbent William D Ford is being 
challenged by Gerald R. Carlson 

Well-known and highly touted in 
his districts for his efforts on behalf 
of education at the federal level, 
incumbent Congressman William D. 
Ford sees inflation, unemployment 
and full utilization of industrial 
capacity as the issues in his cam- 
paign for a ninth term in Congress. 

His challenger, Gerald R. Carlson, 
views the federal government as out 
of control in its policies promoting 
"radical liberal, permissive 
development which is harmful to our 
country." His campa ; gn for election 
is based on a belief in white 
supremacy. 

An unknown, Carlson at age 38 is 
making his first bid for election to 
the U.S. Congress. A 1960 graduate 
of Fordson High School in Dearborn, 


Carlson has a bachelor of science 
degree in political science from the 
University of Michigan 
He also has studied at universities 
in Sweden and Germany A life-long 
resident of the 15th Congressional 
District, the candidate also has 
worked fcrsix years in factories and 
shops as an electrician. 

He feels a combination of his 
educational background and ex- 
periences as a skilled laborer 
provides him with a broad un- 
derstanding of the problems of 
residents of the 15th District 
A military veteran — he served in 
the U.S Air Force Security Service 
for four years as a Russian linguist 
— Carlson decided to seek election to 
his first political office because "our 
country is rapidly degenerating." 

Carlson feels that the nation’s 
decline is due mainly to the 
“minorities and the radical liberals 
who protect them " 

"This government allows 5-year- 
old children to be bussed far away 
from their homes because some 
bureaucrat says that this is good for 
them." he said. "... And this 
government is allowing its white 
majority to be discriminated against 
through all of the radical liberal 
programs which gives blacks and 
other minorities preferential 
treatment. 

"This government’s actions in- 


clude outrageous immigration 
policies that allow Cuban criminals 
and Communist agents to get into 
our country This government 
allows blacks to burn our cities and 
kill our citizens, and instructs the 
National Guard to practice 
restraint. But this only shows the 
blacks that they can get away with 
it, and they do it again. 

"As U.S. Congressman, I will do 
everything within my power to 
protect the rights of the members of 
the white majority."

Ford, a resident of Taylor for 47 
years, has served in Congress since 
1965 Married, he and his wife

William Jr., 32. Margaret, 29, and 
John, 26 

A graduate of Melvindale High 
School. Ford attended the Henry 
Ford Trade School, Wayne State 
University and the University of 
Denver He holds a bachelor of arts 
degree and received his juris doctor 
from the University of Denver in 
1951. he has been awarded honorary 
doctorates from Wayne State, 
Northern Michigan and Eastern 
Michigan universities, as well as 
Grand Valley State College and 
Westfield (Mass.) College.

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4 factors affecting development

TIME AND THE DEVEL- 
OPER: By placing your 

film in the developing solution, 
the emulsion softens and 
reduction of the exposed grains to 
metallic silver begins. The longer 
the film is exposed to the 
developer the heavier the silver 
deposits will form on the acetate 
(film base), thus the density of 
the film increases. 

Due to the fact that the 
highlight of a subject exposes 
more silver halide grains the 
density increases more in

shadows. 

There is a point in development 
time where no further 
development will improve the 
quality of the negative. We call 
the period of time required to 
attain the proper proportional 
value between light and shadow 
as “Normal Developing Time”. 

If you were to exceed the 
“Normal Developing Time”, 
additional contrast would start to 
appear and eventually the 
negative would fog, thus we have 
the term “developer fog”.

Allergies 


Animals, like people, can have 
allergies. 

The most common sign of an 
allergy in a dog or cat is scratching. 
Animals may be sensitive to pollens, 
feather, wool, insects, and just about 
anything else. 

Animals are their own worst 
enemies where allergies are con- 
cerned. They begin a scratch itch 
cycle where the more they scratch 
and bite, the more they itch. 

Eventually, they begin to pull out 
hair causing the skin to become red 
and irritated Bacteria can then 
invade the irritated skin and a 
secondary bacterial infection forms 
with reddening and scabs. 

It is more difficult in animals than 
it is in people to find what they are 
allergic to Allergy tests can be 
given by shaving the abdomen and 
giving several injections of different 
materials into the skin. The injection 
sites are labeled and checked at 
regular intervals for any signs of a 
reaction. 

If a reaction is noted, the animal 
may be given an injection of a 
specially prepared compound to 
decrease the sensitivity. 


Desensitization is only possible in, 
at most, 60 percent of the animal 
cases, much less successful than 
with people. 

Usually allergies are treated with 
anti-inflamatory drugs. These drugs 
are given either by injection or 
tablets; many times both are used. 
The dosage depends on the in- 
dividual animal and the minimum 
effective dose is used to stop the 
itching. 

The animal should be kept on the 
drug until it is no longer exposed to 
the material causing the allergic 
reaction. Many times this is until the 
Fall when the first frost kills the 
plants that the animal may be 
allergic to. 

Animals may become allergic to 
more things as they grow- older and 
their allergy season may be ex- 
tended to a year around condition. 
Allergy seasons for animals are 
comparable to those for humans, 
where the Spring and Fall are the 
worst times of the year. If your pet 
begins to scratch excessively, take it 
to your veterinarian to be started on 
the proper medication to ease the 
symptoms.

time. You can change these times 
to alter contrast as desired or you 
may use a different temperature. 

Changing the processing time 
and-or temperature must be kept 
within limits to avoid damage to 
the emulsion 

This brings us to the second 
factor in the development 
process: Temperature. 

TEMPERATURE AND THE 
DEVELOPER: Most chemical 
solutions are more active under 
higher temperatures In the case 
of a photographic developer the 
higher the temperature the faster 
a film will develop 

However, under abnormally 
high temperatures the film may 
blister. This is due to excessive 
swelling of the emulsion. 

Wrinkles in the emulsion may 
occur if the warm developer is 
introduced to a cold rinse water 

Overdevelopment and ad- 
ditional contrast are more likely 
to occur under these conditions. 

Developing your film in low 
temperatures however will not 
sufficiently activate the 
chemistry for normal develop- 
ment. 

So we should try to maintain a 
temperature under which we can 
work safely. For most films on 
the market 68 degrees 
Fahrenheit is preferred as a 
normal developing temperature 
w ith a w orking tolerance between 
65 degrees Fahrenheit and 70 
degrees Fahrenheit. 

Next week we will look at the 
other two factors affecting the 
development of film: Agitation 
and Chemical Activity.

Watershed 
Council 
plans 
study 
of lakes 

The Huron River 
Watershed Council 
plans to identify sources 
of human sewage to 
Ford and Belleville 
Lakes. Funding for the 
investigation will come 
from Ypsilanti, Yp- 
silanti Township, Van 
Buren Township, and 
Belleville. 

The area* govern- 
ments are aware of the 
problems that exist and 
want to identify the 
source of pollution to the 
lakes so that the health 
of the citizens using the 
lakes may be protected. 

Roger Copp, 
Executive Director of 
the Council, reports that 
the purpose of the in- 
vestigation is to identify 
the storm drains that 
are causing water 
quality problems in 
Ford and Belleville 
Lakes. 

The University of 
Michigan conducted an 
extensive study of Ford 
and Belleville Lakes in 
1979 They found that 
the Huron River was the 
major source of fecal 
coliform pollution to 
Ford Lake, and that 
Willow' Creek was the 
major source of fecal 
coliform pollution to 
Belleville Lake. 

Fecal coliform 
bacteria are indicators 
of the presence of raw' 
sewage The study, 
however, did not state 
how the fecal coliforms 
got into the Huron River 
and Willow Creek. The 
U of M study recom- 
mended that the sources 
of human waste 
pollution be identified. 
After meeting with area 
governments to discuss 
bacterial pollution to the 
lakes, Copp proposed 
the investigation which 
will cost $11,400. 

The data to be 
collected in the in- 
vestigation will be taken 
during heavy rainfall 
periods since the U of M 
Study determined that 
water quality violations 
occurred after rainfall 
periods Data will be 
collected this fall and 
early summer in 1981. 

A report will be 
submitted to the Wayne 
and Washtenaw County 
Board of Com- 
missioners next sum- 
mer which will identify 
drains that are polluting 
Ford and Belleville 
Lakes. The report will 
recommend measures 
that will need to be 
taken to clean up the 
drains 

Current activities in 
Ypsilanti Township 
provide a good example

PROPOSAL NO. 2 EXISTING CHARTER PROVISIONS 

The ordinance as proposed and presented by the City Council of the City of Romulus provides for the 
adoption of a Civil Service Program for all eligible employees of the City as set forth in said progra m . 
Shall the City of Romulus adopt such ordinance? 


SECTION 5.10 CIVIL SERVICE SYSTEM 

Within 18 months of the effective date of this Charter the City Council shall 
prepare a Civil Service program for all eligible employees of the City and 
shall submit the same to the electors for adoption by majority vote. If the 
electors fail to adopt said program, the City Council shall revise the same 
and re-submit the program to the electors. If necessary, the City Council 
shall submit at least two (2) such revisions of said program to the electors. 

PROPOSED CIVIL SERVICE ORDINANCE 
SECTION 1. - GENERAL PURPOSE 

The general purpose of this act is to establish a system of Civil Service that 
meets the social, economic and programmed needs of the people of the City 
of Romulus. This system shall provide means to recruit, select, develop and 
maintain an effective and responsive work force, and shall include policies 
for employee hiring and achievement, training and career development, job 
classification, salaried administration, retirement, fringe benefits, 
discipline, discharge and other related activities. All appointments and 
promotions in the City of Romulus service shall be made without regard to 
sex, race, religion or political affiliation and shall be based on merit and 
fitness. 

SECTION II. - CIVIL SERVICE 

A. The Civil Service shall be a permanent program which shall include all 
eligible positions in the public service now existing or hereafter established, 
except the following: 

1. The Mayor, Clerk, Treasurer, City Council and other elected positions. 

2. Members of the Boards and Commissions, Judges and Heads of 
Departments, appointed by the Mayor. 

3. Persons employed to make or conduct a temporary and special inquiry 
investigation or examination on behalf of the City Council; the committee 
thereof, of the Mayor. 

4. The following positions which by their nature are confidential and of key 
policy determining cannot or should not appropriately be included in the 
Civil Service, also are exempted: 

a. Administrative Secretary to the Mayor 

b. Administrative Secretary to the Clerk 

c. Administrative Secretary to the Treasurer 

d. Deputy Clerk 

e. Deputy Treasurer 

5. Nothing herein shall be construed as precluding the appointing 
authority from filling any position in the manner in which positions in the 
Civil Service are filled. 

SECTION 111. - PERSONNEL DEPARTMENT 

A. There shall be in the City of Romulus a Personnel Department, the 
executive head of which shall be the Director of Personnel. 

B. The Director of Personnel shall be experienced in management and 
administration and shall be appointed by and serve at the pleasure of the 
Mayor in the same manner as other appointed Department Heads. 

C. The Director of Personnel is executive head of the Personnel Depart- 
ment and shall direct all of the administrative and technical activities. It 
shall be their duty to: 

1. Encourage and exercise leadership in the development of an efficient 
personnel administration within the several departments in the Government 
service, and to make available the facilities of the Department of Personnel 
to this end. 

2. Advise the Mayor on man-power utilization. 

3. Foster and develop programs for the improvement of employee ef- 
fectiveness, including training, safety, health, counseling and welfare. 

4. Investigate from time to time the operation and effect of this program 
and of the policies made thereunder and to report his findings and recom- 
mendations to the Mayor. 

5. Establish and maintain records of all employees in the Government 
service, and which there shall be set forth as to each employee the class, 
title, payroll status and other relevant data. 

6. Make an annual report to the Mayor regarding the work of the Depart- 
ment. 

7. Apply and carry-out this program and the policies thereunder and 
perform any other lawful acts which may be necessary or desireable to 
carry-out the purposes and provisions of this program. 

D. On recommendation of the Mayor, the Director of Personnel and the 
Civil Service Commission shall issue personnel policies for the City of 
Romulus. Adequate public notice shall be given to all interested parties of 
proposed charges or additions to the personnel policy prior to the time they 
are to take effect. If requested by any of the affected parties, the Director of 
Personnel shall schedule a Public Hearing on the proposed changes or ad- 
ditions to the personnel policy. The policy shall provide: 

1. For the preparation, maintenance and revision of a position 
classification plan to all positions in the civil service, based upon similarity 
of duties performed and responsibilities assumed, so that the same 
qualifications may reasonably be required for, and the same schedule of pay 
be equitably applied to all positions of the same class. After such 
classifications plan has been approved by the Mayor, the Director shall 
allocate or reallocate position of every employee in the Civil Service to one of 
the classes in the plan. Any employee affected by the allocation or 
reallocation of a position to a class shall, after filing with the Director of 
Personnel a written request for reconsideration thereoff and in such manner 
or form as the Director may prescribe, be given a reasonable opportunity 
to be heard thereon 

2. For the annual submission of a pay plan to the Mayor. 

3. For emergency employment for not more than ninety (90) days with the 
consent of the Mayor for provisional employment without open evaluation 
PUBLISH:

when there is no appropriate eligible list available. No such provisional 
employment shall continue longer than six (6) months, nor shall successive 
provisional appointments be allowed except during the first year after the 
effective date of this program. 

4. For keeping records of performance of all employees in the civil service 
which performance records shall be considered in determining salary in- 
crements or increases for meritorius service; as a factor in promotions; as a 
factor in determining the order of lay-offs because of lack of funds or work 
and reinstatement; and as a factor in demotions, discharge and transfers. 

5. For lay-offs by reason of lack of funds or work, re-evaluation of a 
position, or material change in duties or organization, for re-employment of 
an employee so laidoff. 

6. The establishment of disciplinary measures as suspension, demotion in 
rank or grade, or discharge. Such measures shall provide for the presen- 
tation of charges, hearing rights, and appeals for all permanent employees 
in the civil service. 

7. For establishing hours of work holidays, and attendance regulations in 
various classes of positions in the Civil Service. 

8. For establishing and publicizing fringe benefits such as insurance 
programs, retirement and leave policies. 

9. For development and operation of programs to improve work ef- 
fectiveness, including training, safety, health, welfare, counseling, 
recreation and employee relations. 

10. For, such other policies in administrative regulations, not inconsistent 
with this program and may be proper and necessary for its enforcement. 

E. The Director of Personnel or an authorized agent shall be responsible 
for certification of the payroll vouchers that the persons named therein have 
been appointed and employed in accordance with the provisions of this 
program and the policy thereunder. No Romulus disbursing or auditing 
officer shall make or approve or take any part in making or approving any 
payment for personal service to any persons holding a position in the 
Romulus service unless said payroll voucher or account of such pay bears 
decertification of the Director or his authorized agent. 

SECTION IV - CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION 

A. There shall be established, immediately upon adoption of this or- 
dinance, a five (5) member Civil Service Commission. The members of this 
Commission shall be appointed by the City Council pursuant to City Charter, 
Section 5.8(a). The Commission shall include two (2) employees of the City 
of Romulus, at least one (1) of which shall be a member of a Union, which 
represents employees of the City of Romulus, but whc if an officer-of the 
Union, and three (3) private citizens, who are electors of the City of Romulus 
and do not hold an appointed or elected position with the City of Romulus. 
The members of the Commission shall serve four (4) year terms. However, 
the first Commission appointed, two (2) of the members shall be appointed 
to four (4) year terms, one to a three (3) year term, one to a two (2) year 
term and one to a one (1) year term. The members shall elect one of its 
members as Chairman. 

B. No person shall be eligible for appointment to the Civil Service Com- 
mission if at the time of appointment he shall hold an appointed or elected 
position with the City of Romulus. 

C. Members of the Civil Service Commission shall receive compensation 
for their service on a per diem basis as shall be determined by the Romulus 
City Council. 

SECTION V - CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION’S RESPONSIBILITIES 

1. Establish the rules and regulations of the Civil Service Program 

2. Recruitment of capable personnel as City employees. 

3. Administration of fair evaluations to determine the relative fitness of 
applicants for positions within the City employ covered by this program. 

4. The certification to the appointing authority of the names of persons who 
are categorized as qualified to fill vacancy. 

5. The establishment and maintenance of an eligibility list for ap- 
pointments and promotions upon which list shall be placed the names of 
successful candidates. 

6. For the establishment of a probationary period not to exceed one (1) 
years. 

7. The establishment of programs, including training programs, designed 
to attract and utilize persons with minimum qualifications but with potential 
for development in order to provide career development opportunities 
among members of disadvantaged groups, handicapped persons and 
returning veterans. Such programs may provide for permanent ap- 
pointment upon satisfactory completion of the training period without 
further examination. 

8. Periodically review the existing programs with authority to promulgate 
rules and regulations to effectuate those revisions. 

SECTION VI - APPEAL PROCEDURE 

There shall be an appeal procedure for all employees who feel aggrieved 
of any decisions of the Personnel Department before the entire Commission 
at which hearing a majority of the Commission must be present. Any em- 
ployee may demand that the full Commission be present at his or her 
hearing. The Commission shall adopt rules and regulations of the procedure 
of the appeal hearings. A copy of the charges and a transcript of the record 
of the hearing shall be filed with the Commission. 

It shall be the duty of the Commission to represent the public interest by 
reviewing employees appeals resulting from alleged adverse employee 
action, including but not limited to violations of this program and the rules 
and regulations promulgated thereunder, unwarranted demotions, 
dismissal, or suspension. During such review both appealing employee and 
appointing authority, or other persons who’s action is being reviewed, shall 
have the right to be heard publicly, be represented by a person of their 
choice, and present evidentiary facts. For the hearing of such appeals or 
grievances, the technical rules of evidence shall not apply 


In conducting the hearing, the Commission shall be empowered to ad- 
minister oaths, issue subpoenas, receive relevant evidence, compel the 
production of books and papers relevant to the hearing and question wit- 
nesses. It shall be the duty of the Commission, within thirty (30) days of the 
conclusion of the hearing, to forward it’s decision concerning the appeal to 
the Mayor for appropriate action. Adequate annual appropriations shall be 
made to enable the Commission to carry out the hearings officially and 
within the provisions of this program. 

SECTION VII. AGREEMENTS AUTHORIZED 

The City of Romulus is authorized and empowered to enter into reciprocal 
agreements, on such terms as may be agreed upon, for the use of equipment, 
materials, facilities and services with any public agency or body purposes 
deemed of benefit to the public personnel system. 

The Director, acting on behalf of the Mayor, may cooperate with other 
governmental agencies charged with public personnel administration in 
conducting personnel test, recruiting personnel, training personnel, 
establishing lists from which eligibles shall be certified for appointment and 
for the interchange of personnel and their benefits. 

SECTION VIII. POLITICAL ACTIVITIES 

A. No employee, official or person shall solicit any assessment, con- 
tributions, or services, for any political party during hours of employment. 

B. Nothing herein contained shall affect the rights of the employee to hold 
membership in and support a political party to vote as he chooses, discuss 
privately his opinion on all political subjects and candidates, to maintain 
political neutrality, and to attend political meetings. 

SECTION IX. - EMPLOYEE ORGANIZATIONS 

A. The Romulus employees shall have the right to organize, join, and 
participate, or to refuse to organize, join, and participate, in any employee 
organization freely without fear of penalty or reprisal, for the purpose of 
collective negotiations through representatives of their choosing on terms 
and conditions of employment. Nothing contained in this Section shall 
preclude the right of the employee from submitting an appeal under the 
provisions in Section VI. 

B. An employee who exercises their grievance rights under collective 
bargaining agreement shall not be entitled to file a grievance provided by 
this program nor will the Union be entitled to file a grievance on behalf of 
such employee. An employee shall be entitled to file a grievance provided by 
this program if they have not elected to file a grievance under any collective 
bargaining agreement. 

SECTION X. - UNLAWFUL ACTS PROHIBITED 

A. No person shall make any false statements, certificate, mark, Vating a 
report with regards to any test certification or appointment under any 
provision of this program or in any manner commit or attempt to commit 
any fraud preventing the impartial execution of this program. 

B. No person shall, directly or indirectly, give, render, pay, offer, solicit, 
or accept any money, service or other valuable consideration for any ap- 
pointment, proposed appointment, promotion or proposed promotion to, or 
any advantage in a position in the Career Service. 

C. No employee of the Personnel Department, examiner of other persons 
shall defeat, deceive or obstruct any person his right to examination, 
eligibility, certification or appointment under this program, or furnish to 
any person any special or secret information of any person with respect to 
employment in the Civil Service. 

SECTION XI. - PENALTIES 

A. Any person who willfully violates any of the provisions of this program 
or policies shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of Five 
Hundred ($500.00) Dollars or ninety ( 90) days imprisonment or both. 

B. Any person who is convicted of a misdemeanor under this program, 
shall for a period of five (5) years, be ineligible for appointment to or em- 
ployment in a position in the Romulus service, and if he is an officer or 
employee of Romulus, shall forfeit his office or position. 

SECTION XII. - STATUS OF PRESENT EMPLOYEES 

Employees holding positions, covered in the Civil Service Program, 
herein, for one (1) year or more immediately prior to the adoption of this 
program shall be continued in their respective positions without further 
examination, until separated from their positions as provided by this 
program. Those holding their position for less than one (1) year prior to 
adoption of this program shall serve a probationary period as prescribed by 
the Commission. Those who shall have failed to qualify as provided herein 
shall be dismissed from their position within thirty (30) days after establish- 
ment of an eligible list for their respective positions. Nothing herein shall 
preclude the reclassification or re-allocation as provided by this program of 
any position held by any such incumbent. 

SECTION XIII. - SEVERABILITY 

Should any article, section or clause of this Agreement be declared invalid 
by a court of competent jurisdiction, said article, section or clause, as the 
case may be, shall be automatically deleted from this Agreement. The 
remaining articles, section and-or clauses shall remain in full force and 
effect for the duration of the Agreement, providing the intent of the 
remaining language is not changed. Any sucn article shall be subject to 
immediate re-negotiation at the request of either party 
SECTION XIV. - EFFECTIVE DATE 

This program shall take immediate effect. The rules and regulations of the 
Civil Service Commission described herein shall be promulgated within six 
(6) months of adoption of this program.

A practicing attorney from 1952 to 
1964. Ford served as city attorney 
for Melvindale (1957-59). as a 
Justice of the Peace in Taylor ( 1955- 
57) and as that community’scity 
attorney (1957-64). He also was a 
delegate to the Michigan Con- 
stitutional Convention (1961-62) and 
served in the State Senate <2963-64). 

He has been active in the Taylor 
Rotary Club, serving as its president 
in 1960; the Downriver Bar 
Association, serving as its president 
in 1961-61 ; and the Taylor Jaycees of 
which he was a charter member in 
1967 

Ford also is affiliated with the 
Masons. Shriners. Moose, Eagles, 
American Legion, Amvets and Elks. 

A veteran of the U.S. Navy, ser- 
ving from 1944 to 1946, he also served 
in the U.S. Air Force Reserve from 
1950 to 1953. 

He has received numerous awards 
from educational, labor, con- 
servation, consumer and veteran 
groups, including being named the 
Outstanding Young Man of the Year 
in Taylor in 1962.

5 Wayne turnovers give Fordson crucial 15-0 victory

"No mistakes and we ll win the 
pa me.” 

Those words, scrawled on a black- 
U>ard by Wayne Memorial grid 
coach Floyd Carter, embodied the 
game plan as well as the hopes and 
dreams of finally beating rugged 
Dearborn Fordson Saturday af- 
ternoon 

Taking his squad into the jam- 
packed stadium with the best chance 
to win in recent history, including 
the threat of highly-heralded run- 
ning back Kick Rogers, Carter and 
his staff were brimming with con- 
fidence. 

But call it fate, luck or jinx — it 
really doesn’t matter — Wayne 
made five disastrous mistakes and 
Rogers was injured and sat out 
almost the entire half. The end 
result was a hard-fought 15-0 victory 


lor the Tractors, who had no tur- 
novers and no penalties in the game. 

In the final analysis, it was 
mistakes and Wayne’s inability to 
move the ball on offense that 
brought its downfall. "We felt if we 
hadn't coughed up the ball we could 
have won,’’ Carter said after the 
game "As a whole, our kids played 
well, especially since our offensive 
line gave up 20 pounds per man. It 
was a good clean, hard-hitting game 
and it looks like the best team won. 

"But I’d sure love to play them 
again,’’ he admitted. 

The loss broke unbeaten Wayne’s 
four-game winning streak and left 
the Zebras 4-1 on the season and 2-1 
in the Great I^kes Eight Con- 
ference, while Fordson rose to 5-0 
overall and 3-0 in league play.

The skies hovering over Fordson on Saturday w f ere prematurely 
painted in cold wintry style. No one had expected snow. Not in early 
October — it never happens in these parts. Some 4,000 shivering 
fans huddled together to w itness another Wayne Memorial-Fordson 
football classic. 

Few expected to see w hat they did. It was a tormenting afternoon 
for Wayne and its loyal followers; as an uncompromising Fordson 
claimed a 15-0 victory over their visitors.

And there was plenty of pressure on both teams who sensed that 
this was more than a football game. Or how else could one explain 
that nearly every major university and college had scouts looking 
over the field of young talent? 

These kids represented the cream of the 1980 prep flock — and 
that’s an honor win or lose. 

But young players can easily be rattled and panic intrusively 
enters the inexperienced player who isn’t conditioned to handle the 
pressure. It takes time to learn how r to control your emotions, and 
sometimes we never do. 

"We knew we were playing a fine football team,” said Coach 
Carter. "And 1 feel we played a super defensive game against 
them. However, we didn’t do those things we did in the past on 
offense. I think we ran only 15 plays the entire first half. 

"And. again, you have to give credit to Fordson for that, but also 
we didn’t help ourselves out very much with those five turnovers. 
You can’t beat teams of Fordson’s caliber by making those kinds of 
mistakes.” 

How’ true. 

Carter’s litany probably w j on’t soothe the Wayne souls who are 
impatiently waiting for a championship team, but one must never 
lose sight of what high school football is all about — and, in my 
opinion, it’s a plateau where young adults learn the inescapable 
fact that events in life usually don’t turn out the way you want them 
to be. 


One more comment on the Fordson-Wayne encounter. It was one 
of "the cleanest" games between these two arch rivals. Wayne had 
five infractions for 29 yards and Fordson was not penalized. Said 
one fan afterwards: "It was beautiful that they let the kids play 
football out there. Despite the outcome, it was a good, hard-hitting 
game.”

Hawthorn - brilliant, varying colors. 

Poplar - yellow- and golden yellow. 

Red Maple - bright scarlet and orange. 

Sugar Maple -- bright yellow to orange and scarlet. 

Sumac - brilliant red. 

White Oak - deep red to orange brown. 

Willow - light yellow. 

Witch Hazel - bright yellow orange, sometimes purple

Shafers decide to reopen 
State Theatre in Wayne 


The cost of everything is going 
up, except the charge for a double 
feature at the newly re-opened 
State Wayne Theater in Wayne. 

The theater, owned and 
operated by Lillian Shafer and 
her two sons, Martin and Charles, 
will re-open tomorrow evening, 
charging only 99 cents per 
person to see two features—

The Shafers, after meeting 
several times with Wayne city 
officials, opted to re-open the 
theater as a movie house after 
closing it several years ago. 

The decision has been 
welcomed by Wayne officials, 
who see the lighted marquee as a 
psychologically boost for the 
community’s ailing downtowm 
area. 

“I’m delighted.” said Mayor 
Patrick Norton, who expressed 
pleasure at the cooperation the 
Shafer family extended the city. 


Councilman Kurt Heidmann, 
who campaigned to get the 
theater re-opened, also expressed 
his pleasure, saying: “I’m proud 
oftheShafer family for taking in 
to consideration the community 
in making the decision 

Heidmann added that the re- 
opening will have a positive ef- 
fect on that section of the 
downtown area. 

“It will be good to have that 
section of town alive again.” he 
said. “Having the marquee lit up 
and cars in the lot, just the fact of 
having people in the area, people 
will start remembering the 
theater is open again.” 

Heidmann extended the best of 
luck to the Shaffers in the ven- 
ture, saying that the city will 
offer whatever help it can, such 
as through the Tax Review Board 
or Downtown Redevelopment 
Act 

According to Charles Shafer, 
the family really isn’t interested 


in making money, but rather 
"just breaking even.” 

“As long as we can get the 
support of the community, we’ll 
give it a gamble,” he said. 

Shafer added that the features 
will change every Friday and 
every seat in the 1,400-seat 
theater will be 99 cents— “so 
everyone can go and no one is 
priced out of the market.” 

Apparently, there was some 
concern on the part of the 
Shafers that re-opening the 
theater as a ”$1 movie house” 
might draw business away from 
other theaters in the area that 
they own However. Shafer sees 
the 99-cent charge as a good 
selling point., 

The theater will be open seven 
days a week, with matinees 
slated for Saturdays and Sundays 
at 1 p m. Shafer said showtimes 
during the week will be at 7 p.m. 

Following this week’s features, 
the theater will be showing the 
comedy spoof “Airplane”.

Cable TV wording

Cable TV has been getting a lot of attention in these parts for 
some time, and the recent decision by the Westland City Council 
to place the issue before the voters of whether the city should own 
such systems, will continue to keep it there.

Van Buren's doing fine

In the past four years since I have been super- 
visor our economy has experienced the ravages of 
both double-digit inflation and severe recession, 
leaving many communities on the verge of 
bankruptcy and finncial chaos. I assure you that 
your community is in very sound financial con- 
dition. 

By making conscientious budget decisions and 
maintaining strong control over expenditures we 
have not incurred any deficit spending during my 
administration. 

The township still receives a 1-mill levy from 
residents which this year provides approximately 
$195,000 on w'hich to operate. 

When you consider this amount does not even 
cover the cost of operatng our volunteer police and 
fire departments, you can see that keeping the 
township financially sound has come from efficient, 
hardworking management. 

My administration has diligently pursued and 
obtained Federal Grant funds to help provide for the 
township’s growing needs over and above daily 
operations. 

We have obtained funds for fire equipment, 
recreational facilities, a senior citizens center, a 
fire station, an addition to the township hall, drain 
projects, and a housing rehabilitation program 

In addition, we have obtained $2.3 million of grant 
funds for the rebuilding of French landing Dam and 
are in the midst of obtaining further grants for the 
installation of electrical generating equipment 

In a few years from now the townsnip will be 
producing electrical power at the dam which will 
help solve the nation’s energy shortage in addition 
to providing income to the township for many years 
to come. 

A responsive government is one that not only 
answers to the current needs of its residents, but 
also one that plans for those of tomorrow. It an- 
ticipates and plans for further needs and growth 
and welfare. 

Citizen participation on any question concerning 
our tow nship is needed, welcomed and appreciated 
Public hearings and meetings to get citizen input 
have been held on the questions of fishing off lake 
bridge causeways, hunting in the township, walk- 
over pedestrian bridge at Quirk Road and the 1-94 
Expressway, airport expansions, and the 1-94 
landfill, with concerned county, township and state 
agency representatives present to answer any and 
all questions 

Future needs anticipated and acted upon are: 
renovating the old dam and hyro-electric plant at 
French Landing to produce electricity, senior 


citizen housing, searching for sources of pollution to 
Belleville Lake to keep it an excellent source of 
recreation for the community, planning for more 
sewer expansion to the southern portion of the 
township, and more ball diamonds for recreation. 

To get the most for our citizens, grants have been 
applied for and obtained for such projects as: the 
dam and hydro-electric plant, senior citizen 
programs and food services, and housing 
rehabilitation. 

The tow nship tax base has grown progressively in 
a well-planned, balanced and orderly way for the 
past four years as the state equalized value (SEV) 
of the township shows: 1977 - SEV of $127,719,238; 
1978- SEV of $135,331,488; 1979 - SEV of $147,536,050; 
1980- SEV of $170,958,290, and 191 (projected) -SEV 
of $200,000,000. 

Although the country is in an economic slump (or 
depression) all indications are that Van Buren 
Township will continue to grow-. We are still getting 
inquiries periodically about possible sites for 
locating here. 

Detroit Edison has recently moved its district 
offices to Van Buren Township, new- retail stores 
are now located at shopping centers on Rawsonville 
Road and on Haggerty Road. Built and being built 
are restaurants, medical and dental offices, in- 
dustrial plants, apartments, condominimums, 
subdivisions, and mobile home parks. 

Currently, three existing local industries are 
expanding. 

Although it is not a taxable structure, a new' 
Wayne County Community College campus is being 
built in Van Buren Township. When completed, the 
new college will atract other taxable commercial 
enterprises and help to generate a larger tax base 
for the township, as well as provide conveniently 
located college classes and additional jobs 

Following is a partial list of new’ facilities in Van 
Buren Township: Denny’s, Burger Chef. Zantigo’s. 
two MacDonalds, Big Apple, Big Boy. Dino’s Pizza 
retail store, produce market. Payless Shoe Store. 
Pic-n Pay, three dental offices, a new’ chiropractic 
clinic. 

In the industrial sector, a new plant is being built 
on Belleville Road by Tank Services, a new hangar 
at Willow Run Airport was built by Jetway. and 
Manimark will soon start construction on a new- 
plant 

Existing establishments in the township now 
under expansion include Imperial Industries, 
Commerce Park, and E&V Plastics. 

Inthe near future. Huron Valley Steel, Lemontree

A storm and 
a tragedy

Although the summer storm that 
swept this area on July 16 is fading in 
most of our minds, it will never be 
forgotten by a 30-year-old Wayne 
man and his new bride. 

Hie greenish havoc that pounded 
Western Wayne County for less than 
a half hour altered Lynn Moers and 
his wife, Sharon’s lives forever. 

The columns of 
trees and limbs 
that fell during 
that storm are 
gone now, and 
people greet each 
day as they usually 
did in the past, but 
Moers now' greets 
the sun and the 
moon on his back 
from a bed in the 
intensive care unit at Wayne County 
General Hospital. 

The storm left him a quadrapelgic. 
A limb from a tyee caught him in the 
neck, leaving the young Moers 
paralyzed from the neck down. Since 
that turbulent day Moers has been in 
the care of doctors and God. 

“He is a very brave person,” said 
Father Walter Burke, resident pastor 
at WCGH. “It takes a certain kind of 
person to be able to endure all of 
this.” 

Lynn had been engaged to marry 
his high school sweetheart, Sharon 
Blanton, and the wedding wasn’t 
postponed. 

“Love doesn’t die because of 
tragedy,” Father Burke continued, 
“it gets stronger. And the two asked 
me to marry them. And I gladly did.” 

Father Burke added that a group of 
doctors from Colorado will be in town 
to see if they can help Moers. 

‘There is a specialized facility in 
Colorado that helps determine the 
extent of the victim’s injury, and we 
would like to raise enough money to 
send Moers to that facility.” 

On Tuesday at 3 p.m. a host of 
WOGH doctors and the group from 
Colorado met with the press to 
discuss and review' the case. “We 
figure that Lynn will need at least 
$30,000 in order for him to go to 
Colorado and receive the necessary 
help he needs.” 

At present. Father Burke said the 
mechanism to raise the money has 
not been set in motion. 

“But, obviously, we’re going to 
need all our citizens and community 
support to help this fine young 
couple.”

Actions and reactions to drugs and medications 


What do drugs and dominos have 
in common? If you have ever lined 
up a set of dominos and tapped the 
first one to make it fall, you’ve seen 
the domino effect — one action 
causing a chain of other reactions. 
Taking any medication can cause a 
similar domino effect of reactions in 
the body. These medication reac- 
tions or side effects may take many 
forms and may affect the usage and 
effect of the medication itself. 

The Michigan Pharmacists 
Association advises that a 
medication is taken for a particular 
reason, for a particular response, in 
a particular individual This 
response may or may not occur and 
there may be more than one 
response to any one medication 

Most drugs are made up of 


chemicals, chemicals not natural to 
the body’s normal system. These 
chemicals alter the body’s function, 
to assist it in fighting illness or in 
controlling a chronic condition 
Drugs do not “cure” the body, they 
help fight disease through chemical 
action Although drugs may have 
more than one chemical action in the 
body, the doctor selects the right 
drug, in the right dosage, for each 
illness 

Our bodies are miniature ecology 
systems in which every new agent 
introduced has an effect. Oftentimes 
the effect may result in a chain 
reaction which results in an effect 
that is way out of proportion to the 
original intent. 

These additional reactions can be 
either beneficial, harmful, or even 


unnoticeable. For example, many 
people take tranquilizers for various 
nervous conditions. Oftentimes 
these same individuals are also 
hypertensive (have high blood 
pressure). In this instance, the 
tranquilizer may also help the 
hypertension by relaxing the ner- 
vous control of the blood vessels, 
causing them to dilate and thus 
reducing the blood pressure 
However, these same tranquilizers 
may also make the individual 
sleepy Thus, the person’s ability to 
function in daily life may be im- 
paired and could cause an extremely 
dangerous situation if the person is 
driving or operating machinery. 

Many OTC or over-the-counter 
medications came about because of 
a reaction or side effect of a 


medication In these cases, the 
medication is actually used for its 
side effect. All of the non- 
prescription antinauseants are 
actually antihistamines. The side 
effect of these antihistamines is to 
prevent or decrease nausea. Most 
OTC sleep aids are also an- 
tihistamines. thought of a different 
chemical group They are ad- 
vertised as sleep aids because they 
are not strong enough to induce 
sleep alone, but do make most 
people drowsy 

Sometimes the reaction may aid in 
the treatment of the original con- 
dition Antihistamines taken to 
relieve the stuffiness of a cold may 
make the individual sleepy. This is 
not a direct aid to the cold relief, but 
thesleep alone may make the person 


feel better and help the body to fight 
the cold 

There is another very important 
group of reactions to medications, 
which are ones that do not directly 
affect the treatment but may have a 
great emotional impact on the 
person. Alopecia (loss of hair) in a 
person, especially a woman, being 
treated for cancer may not be a life- 
threatening reaction, but it certainly 
is a very important one Wigs can 
help to cover up the hair loss, but not 
necessarily the emotional scar A 
less obvious example is the person 
on antihypertensives (medications 
to control blood pressure) that has a 
loss or decreased libido or sex drive. 
Both of these instances can be 
devastating The actual emotional 
impact w ill vary w ith the person, his 


outlook on life and his own self 
worth Often, however, if the 
pharmacist and physician are 
notified of such a reaction, a dif- 
ferent drug which does not produce 
the same side effect can be 
prescribed instead 
.Antihypertensives can have other 
side effects or adverse actions that 
may interfere with the ability and 
desire to continue therapy. By 
lowering the blood pressure, many 
people feel less active or alert and 
are unable to do the things they were 
able to do before treatment. If you 
add lethargy or sleepiness and 
decreased libido to potential per- 
sonality changes and a possible sick 
feeling, many people w ill decide that 
the medication is not worth the 
price.

EDITOR — Ten years ago a 
non-partisan group of Van Buren 
citizens banded together to im- 
prove local government. They 
wanted a more buisiness-like 
government that would provide 
better service, a government that 
was not dominated by county 
politicians and assurance that 
individuals were not motivated 
by self interest. One of their most 
difficult tasks was to find capable 
candidates. 

Some changes were made in 
that 1970 election and in sub- 
sequent elections. 

Candidates 10 years ago visited 
adjoining communities to get 
pointers on how a local govern- 
ment should be run. Ironically, in 
the past 10 years many of these 
governments have had traumatic 
situations, such as recalls, that 
have at times rendered the local 
government almost useless. 

Van Buren Township has stood 
out during those years as a solid, 
steady operation. Changes in 
elected officials have not been 
such as to put the Township back 
into county domination. 

We have had officials who put 
the welfare of the Township 
above their personal welfare 
even to the point of going to jail 
for what they believed to be right. 

Despite the difficulty of finding 
capable candidates when a 
search is on, there are always 
those who would run to try to get 
in a position of power. Suddenly, 
about election time, we have a 
great deal of criticism generated 
with people attending Township 
board meetings who would never 
bother to come at other times. 

The object, of course, is to 
discredit the incumbents on the 


old theory of "Where there is 
smoke there is fire.* 

The challenger hopes he can 
convince the voting public that 
"something is probably wrong so 
lefshavea change. What have we 
got to lose?** 

Actually, we have a reasonably 
stable government to lose and if 
syou have noticed other less 
fortunate communities and 
talked to their citizens you would 
find that they consider you very 
lucky. 

So, if you know the individuals 
involved vote for whoever you 
believe will do the best job. But 
don't be missled by a lot of loose 
talk designed to discredit the 
incumbents. 

Soon enough we will get back to 
a government that makes it 
possible for outsiders to use our 
community for a massive airport 
or some scheme that makes 
someone rich. But we don’t have 
it now so lets avoid it as long as 
possible.

Cable TV- 
'I have a vision' 

EDITOR — This is the first 
time I have come to the forum of 
the newspaper letter on Cable 
TV. I direct comments and 
questions to the CRCT for Cable 
TV group, the citizens of 
Westland, the Mayor, and the city 
council. I wish to answer Ms. 
Donna-Rae Lyon and give my 
vision about the possibilities and 
the opportunity extended by 
having City Owned Cable TV. 

It is not easy to answer Ms. 
Donna-Rae Lyon in a brief letter. 
I think that the Westland citizen 
ought to have another chance 
before signing the "CRCT” 
petition or voting on a referen- 
dum against city owned Cable 
TV. 

I am upset and discouraged 
when I read in another com- 
munity newspaper, dated Sept. 
22, that Ms. Donna-Rae Lyon is 
filing a petition to repeal city- 
owned Cable TV. Why am I 
discouraged? Because I have 
worked on the Mayor’s Cable TV 
task force for 6 months. I was 
recording secretary on the 
technical committee. 

Should Cable TV be city 
owned? Other municipalities own 
their own systems, such as San 
Bruno, Cal. Very few 
municipalities own Cable TV 
systems. Why? To franchise is 
standard and easier. Franchisers 
are busy these days. More than 
4000 new cable TV systems are 
being contracted for franchise 
construction and operation in 
1980, doubling the number in 
existence. 

Cable TV is a business, yes. 
That is why the Mayor is working 
on contracts with OMNICOM for 
construction and operation. This 
lets professionals run the system. 

The risks can be higher taxes, 
lower taxes, or upon failure to 
get sufficient subscriptions to 
break even, to lose the city 
ownership and convert to a 
franchise owned by the First 
Municipal Leasing of Colorado. 
Even if Westland has the same 
rates for basic and pay TV as the 
franchise in Plymouth, Westland 
gets part of the profit. If we 
franchise the system to OM- 
NICOM, the city gets a small one 
time or yearly franchising fee, 
small compared to anticipated 
yearly profits, or OMNICOM 
would not franchise here either. 
No matter, as inflation rises, 
taxes rise. If we don’t make 
payments to First Municipal 
Leasing, it will own the system. 
We will pay higher Cable TV 
rates in the future. 

The reason that the cable 
commission ordinance requires 
that no city official or relative 
can be a member of the cable 
commission is accumulation of 
power by wearing more than one 
hat Once an official has quit his 
job with the city he would im- 
mediately be eligible to be ap- 
pointed to the cable commission. 

If any official is a good ad- 
ministrator and becomes 
knowledgable on Cable TV in the 
next 10-20 years, he will com- 
mand a large salary in the Cable 
TV industry. 

The 22 day bidding period may 
not be too short. If you were a t the 
city council meeting that passed 
the ordinance after 5 hours 
debate, it was clear that through 
efforts of councilwoman Neal, all 
of these questions were covered. 
One fact brought out was that no 
other cable company wanted to 
bid on a city owned system unless 
there was a strategic advantage. 
Two cable company represen- 
tatives testified to that at the 
meeting. 

Councilwoman Neal in being 
the lone dissenter has acted as 
the devil’s advocate. Just about 
every question that "CRCT" asks 
has been answered at a city 




council meeting and is in the 
official record. Unfortunately, 
the city administration and 
council has failed to document 
and publicize the questions and 
answers adequately for the 
citizens and "CRCT”. The 
technical committee task force 
report and others are available at 
the city clerks office. 

A delay for a special election or 
the August 1981 election will be 
regretful. Livonia may well be 
franchised for Cable TV by this 
time. By August 1981 all our 
surrounding cities could have 
Cable TV being installed. 
Westland would be left out. 

The mayor’s task force has 
known since December 1979 that 
the city could borrow money 
without a vote of the people. Do 
you know that our new court 
building, currently under con- 
struction, is financed the same 
way? 

Yes, unless some other factors 
are involved, there is no reason 
for the Cable TV system to be city 
owned. The mayor’s task force 
investigated all kinds of options. 
Acting as advisor to the city 
council regarding the cable 
commission ordinance. I advised 
that a purpose be incorporated as 
the first paragraph to guide the 
commission. The purpose read 
that additions to the Cable TV 
system have these objectives. 

Promote, in this priority order 

(1) Health, safety, and welfare 
of the citizens 

(2) Reduce the cost of city 
government and 

(3) Provide additional services 
to the citizens of Westland. 

These are noble objectives but 
city ownership is a noble ex- 
periment when there are few 
municipally owned 3ystems. 
Unfortunately the city council 
andthe administration decided to 
ignore my suggestion for a cable 
commission purpose. The or- 
dinance was passed without a 
purpose. Cable TV developments 
will not stand still. Then the 
citizens of Westland and "CRCT" 
would have a definite beef being 
short changed. Using the Cable 
TV and the institutional network, 
provided by OMNICOM, the city 
and schools can use the cable 
technology. 

Another argument going on in 
the city is what new city com- 
puter should be purchased? 
Should we buy one that will easily 
connect to cable or one that 
apparently does not? We have not 
reached the point to discuss 
which computer is more efficient 
to use, not to speak of computer 
communications over cable. 

The city ought to adopt a 10 
year plan to further Cable TV 
technology enhancements, which 
are coming whether we like it or 
not The Cable Commission ought 
to have a purpose written in the 
ordinance to direct Cable TV 
developments, such as: 

• water meter reading 

• civil defense warning 

• the fire, police, medical 
security systems 

• computer communications 
over Cable for city departments 

The possibilities of combining 
Cable TV and computers are 
endless. 

So here are items to resolve: 

• If the Mayor and the Council 
believes in City Ownership of 
Cable TV they ought to get out 
and sell it. 

• The Mayor should devise a 10 
year plan for new Cable TV 
enhancements. 

• The Cable Commission or- 
dinance ought to have a purpose 
to let the Commission direct 
these Cable TV developments. 

• The Mayor should take a stand 
on a vision of future Cable TV for 
use in running the city. 

• The Mayor should take a stand 
on a new efficient computer 
system which can work with 
Cable TV. 

• The Administration will have to 
table all contract work with 
OMNICOM until the CRCT 
petition is resolved. 

• A brain trust of citizen volun- 
teers, such as the Mayor’s task 
force ought to remain to advise 
the administration and the Cable 
Commission. The scope of the 
area of investigation ought to 
cover all city activities with the 
idea of applying new technology 
to reduce government costs. 

• The Mayor wants a Computer 
Commission. Instead, I think we 
ought to have a Systems Com- 
mission to coordinate the use of 
Cable TV, computers, microfilm, 
forms to eliminate waste and 
loss. 

Hie City of Westland is at a 
unique point in the U.S. on having 
an administration aware of what 
possibilities are available for city 
use of Cable TV technology. If we 
accept the challenge, we are on 
the threshold of a great un- 
dertaking. 

It is not clear obviously 
whether a city owned Cable TV 
system will be profitable. The 
San Bruno system is profitable. 

In the end, if the city ad- 
miristration and the citizens 
want it to work, enough citizens 
will sign up for Cable to let the 
city turn a profit.
